Ffed Tedder* 23-year-old resident 


of Port Orange, 
is in the 'Volusia 


county jail, held by Sheriff Lee Mor- 
ris in connection with the shooting 
and killing of Courtland Smith last 
week, at Spruce Creek, eight miles 
west of Port Orange. No charge has 
been laid against Tedder 'The latter 
was the first to discover the body of

man, after

home last week. 


The holding of Tedder at the De- 


Land jail is the outcome of an investi- 
gation conducted the past week by 
he sheriff and his forces, it having 
been rumored for some days that sev-

the mysterious killing of Smith 


It is expected that others of the 


own will be taken into custody by the 
sheriff, persons who are believed to 
<now something of the real reason 
vhy Smith was shot and killed last 
Vednesday morning. 


The story told by Tedder a* the 


nquest held at Port Oro.nge Saturday 
as to the effect that Smith had gone 
o the old home of his father, about 


quarter of a mile from his own 


tome to let the cattle out of the pas- 
ure. When he did not return, Ted- 
er is supposed to have gone in search 
•f him 


It was reported at the time that he

white way along Canal street would

»lans 'that could be adopted 
Such 


ilan would provide plenty of light 
sn the mam street at all times and 
t would establish the town as a wide 
.wake, live little city among strangers 
.nd vistors who would get their first 
;Iimpse of the city at night. 


The city commission has been fre- 
uently asked by business men along 
?anal street what steps can be taken 
o establish a real white way, and

Since the passage of the special act

'he general plans for covering the 
canal also call for placing a sidewalk 
n top of this covering and this side-

treet has been mostly a one-sided 
usiness street, but business houses 
re now being erected on the north 
ide of the street, and with the canal 
overed and a substantial sidewalk 
n the north side of the street still 
more business places will be Built on 
hat side of the street.

*{->Osteen, Burden's Ferry, Crow's 
Bluff, and Volusia or Aster. Legisla- 
tion is necessary, for these are inter- 
county undertakings 
which general 


county funds cannot well be invested 
in, and because former Volusia coun- 
ty boards, at least, mortgaged the 
future as well as past resources so 
that nothing can be spared from 
general 
revenues. 
The boards of 


these three counties caused to be 
prepared bills which have been cent 
to Tallahassee for above purposes. 


One of these bills, the Osteen bridge 


bill, has passed the house, and is 
reported as held up in senate commit- 
tee by Senator Hulley. It is believed 
he intends to delay or actively oppose 
all these bills in the interest of the 
private bridge monoply. Every one 
knows who owns or controls this 
monopoly and by what means it was 
created. 


It is too soon to conclude finally 


who controls Senator Hulley in this 
matter.

CROSS-STATE CANAL 


SURVEYS ARE MADE 


Preliminary surveys, of Tfhat will 


eventually be a deep water cross- 
state canal, extending from Mosquito 
Inlet on the East Coast to Port Inglis 
on the West Coast, cutting a straight 
canal through the center of Florida 
and thereby cutting off more than 
1,000 miles of the route by steamer 
Crom New York to New Orleans, have 
been made this week at this end of 
the proposed route, while surveys are 
being continued west on the proposed 
route. 


Henry H. Read of New York, author 


j of "Read's Waterway of America," 
' and noted prop?.gandist for the steam- 
ship trust is now making a prelimin- 
ary survey for a report to his em- 
ployers on the feasibility of such a 
plan which has been broached for 
many years, but which, will cow be- 
come a reality, according to reports 
which Mr Read has made to the 
steamship trust 


The plans on which Mr. Read and 


his employers are working call for the 
making ot Mosquito Inlet the port of 
entry for ships from New York, the 
dredging of Spruce Creek, the canel 
to follow the waterways to that point, 
where large dockages will bo con- 
structed, a canal 35 feet deep built, of 
300 feet wide. 
The canal will then 


take a course west from Spruce Creek 
through Sanford and Lake county, to 
Port Inglis, just south of Cedar Keys. 


While the project of .building a 35 


foot canal, 300 feet wide, is an im- 
mense one, Mr. Read is of the opinion 
that it could be completed in tMree 
years time, and believes that work 
will be commenced as soon as he fin- 
ishes the survey which he is making 
westward at this time. 


The building of large dockage facil- 


ities at Spruce Cfeek, where the Dixie 
Highway crosses the creek, and th' 
dredging Of the creek and Mosquito 
Inlet up to the dockages, will be one 
of the largest undertakings of the en- 
tire project. 


The new plan of cutting the canal 


across state from Mosquito Inlet to 
Port Inglis, instead of following the 
former plan which hag been talked 
for many years of following the St. 
Johns across the eastern portion of 
the state has been substituted as it 
will allow a route shorter, by 150 
miles it is claimed. 


The survey being made at this time 


is backed by the large steamship lines 
or the trust as it is called, comprised 
of lines operating boats from New 
York to New Orleans and Mexico. By 
the cross-state 
canal at this point 


more than a thousand miles will be 
limated from the trip, 
making 
a 


saving in time and expenses which it 
is claimed would soon pay for the 
juilding of the canal. 


The 
project is the 
largest ever 


Droached in the state, and will mean 
an industrial boom for this part of 
the state such as has never been seen, 
according to those back of the pres- 
ent plan, furnishing as it will a di- 
rect line for shipment of materials, 
and bringing the East Coast, indus- 
trially, within 
a few days of New

BREVARD WOULD LIKE 


PART OF THIS COUNTY 


A strong effort has been made during 


the last week by several influential 
citizens of Titusville to get Volusia 
county to cede to Bre\ard county 
the lower end of the strip of land 
along the St. Johns river in the ex- 
treme south end of Volusia county 
It is said the tract desired by ihe 
Brevard county citizens contains ap- 
proximately 14,000 acres at the south 
end of this strip, below Lake Harney 


The matter was taken up by the 


Brevard county commissioners with 
the 
Volusia 
county commissioners, 


who referred the matter to Commis- 
sioner Beck, who represents tnis dis- 
trict on the county board. Commis- 
sioner Beck, in order to get the senti- 
ment of the people of this section on 
the question, has asked the New 
Smyrna-Coronado Board of Trade to 
vote on the matter and a postal 
card ballot is now being taken among 
the members of the board of trade. 


The Titusville men attended the 


meeting of the board of trade last 
week, explaining to the members that 
the reason for their asking for this 
strip of land is because they want to 
construct a hard surfaced road from 
Titusville to meet a road from Or- 
lando and the state law will not per- 
mit them to spend Brevard county 
money to construct this road across 
the strip in Volusia county. If it is j 
ceded to Brevard they can build the 
road 
The Brevard county men state 


plainly they are not willing to ex- 
change an equal number of acres in 
the east part of Brevard county, and 
in fact will give nothing in return. 
They will be very willing to take the 
land as a gift from Volusia county. 


If Brevard county was disposed to 


make a fair exchange the proposi- 
tion might be considered favorably, 
but there is a strong sentiment here 
against permitting the county board 
to cede this land to Brevard county. 
It is said if this land is given 10 
Brevard county it will take awiy 
about $6,000 in taxes from this dis- 
trict, practically 51% of which will 
have to be made up by the city of 
New Smyrna.

county jail, held by Sheriff Lee Mor- 
ris in connection with the shooting 
and killing of Courtland Smith last 
week, at Spruce Creek, eight miles 
west of Port Orange. No charge has 
been laid against Tedder 'The latter 
was the first to discover the body of 
the

man, after

mysteriously shot in front his father's 
home last week. 


The holding of Tedder at the De- 


Land jail is the outcome of an investi- 
gation conducted the past week by 
the sheriff and his forces, it having 
been rumored for some days that sev- 
eral prominent residents of Port Or- 
ange would be held in connection with 
the mysterious killing of Smith 


It is, expected that others of the 


town will be taken into custody by the 
sheriff, persons who are believed to 
know something of the real reason 
\vliy Smith was shot and killed last 
Wednesday morning. 


The story told by Tedder 
sft 
the 


nquest held at Port Oro.nge Saturday 
was to the effect that Smith had gone 
to the old home of his father, about 


quarter of a mile from his own 


tome to let the cattle out of the pas- 
;ure. When he did not return, Ted- 
der is supposed to have gone in search 
of him 


It was reported at the time that he 


metJVIrs. Kolman on the road, who re- 
ported to him that she had heard sev- 
;ral shots fired a short time previous- 
ly. 
Tedder then continued on his 


way and discovered the body of Smith, 
lying in the road in front of his fath- 
er's former home, with a load of bua - 
shot through the side and shoulder. 
He had apparently been shot at close 
range, while on his horse, dying al- 
most instantly. 


More developments are expected in

in plain sight through the window 
and although bullets struck all around 


him, 
it is said he was not hit. Some 


reports say 
Larkin has 
been pre- 


viously warned to leave the city, but 
did not heed the warning 
Whether 


the assailants were white men or 
colored men could not be determined, 
it is said, as the cars had the curtains 
up and the shooters were not visible 
Bullet holes through the window and 
door and imbedded in the wails show 
that a large number of shots were 
fired. 


Whether the shooting was done to 


really kill the colored man or merely 
to frighten him is unknown, as r i 
reason 
has been 
advanced for the 


shooting and the automobiles drove 
away as quickiy and mysteriously as 
they appeared.

street be extended from the railroad 
tracks to the river on one or both 
sides of the street? 


The question of a white way along 


the main business street of the city 
has been more or less discussed since 
it 
was 
first 
definitely settled the 


city would build and operate its own 
electric plant 
and 
the patrons be 


assured of regular and continuous 
electric service. 
No definite action 


las ever been taken on the matter, 
although the agitation did once go 
as far as the circulation of a petition 
among the business men along Ca- 
nal s!reet to determine how many 
would purchase the necessary stand- 
ards to support cluster lights in front 
01 their property 


There is no question but that a 


white way along Canal street would 
be one 
of the biggest advertising 


•>lans 'that could be adopted 
Such a 


plan would provide plenty of light 
on the mam street at all times and 
t would establish the town as a wide 
awake, live little city among strangers 
and vistors who would get their first 
;Iimpse of the city at night. 


The city commission has been fre- 


quently asked by business men along' 
Canal street what steps can be taken 
to establish a real white way, and 
the matter came in lor a general dis- 
cussion at the meeSng of the com- 
mission Monday nigat. 


Since the passage of the special act 


by the state legislature raising the 
amount of time warrants that can 
be • issued by the city for covering 
the canal 
from $15,000 to $25,000, 


there is now no doubt but that the 
canal 
will 
eventually 
be covered. 


The general plans for covering the 
canal also call for placing^ a sidewalk 
on top of this covering and this side- 
walk will extend from Myrtle avenue 
to the river. Up to this time Canal 
street has been mostly a one-sided 
business street, but business houses 
are now being erected on the north 
side of the street, and with the canal 
covered and a substantial sidewalk 
on the north side of the street still 
more business places will be built on 
that side of the street. 


If a white way is to be established 


.t is the general opinion it should be 
done at the same time the canal is 
covered and placed on both sides of 
the street 


City Manager Patton says such :•. 


white way should not be established 
without the removal of all unsightly 
poles on Canal street and all tele- 
phone, telegraph and electric lig'it 
and power wires placed under gro md 
and run to poles on back streets ^r 
in the alleys 
This will entail a coot 


of several thousand dollars, but unless 
it is done it will be necessary to 
erect more poles ana string mor* 
wires on the north side of Canal 
street as list as new business struc- 
tures arp erected on that side of ihs 
street 


In order to get some general idea 


of the cost of establishing a white way 
along this street, the cit.v commission 
at its meeting Monday night instruct- 
ed City Manager Patton. to prepare a 
rough estimate on the cost of re- 
moving the poles and placing the 
wires 
underground, leaving Canal 


street entirely free of unsightly and 
obstructive poles, to be lighted at 
night entirely by the white way sys- 


tem. 


When this estimate on cost >s pre- 


-.ented to the commission the matter 
will again be taken up to see

Board of County Commissioners that 
one of the things that demand ac- 
complishment for the public welfare 
is reducing bridge tolls in and out 


tion of bridges screes the St Johns! 
*{->Osteen, Burden's Ferry, Crow's 
Bluff, and Volusia or Aster. Legisla- 
tion is necessary, for these are inter- 
county undertakings 
which general 


county funds cannot well be invested 
in, and because former Volusia coun- 
ty boards, at least, mortgaged the 
future as well as past resources so 
that nothing can be spared from 
general 
revenues. 
The boards of 


these three counties caused to be 
prepared bills which have been cent 
to Tallahassee for above purposes. 


One of these bills, the Osteen bridge 


bill, has passed the house, and is 
reported as held up in senate commit- 
tee by Senator Hulley. It is believed 
he intends to delay or actively oppose 
all these bills in the interest of the 
private bridge monoply. Every one 
knows who owns or controls this 
monopoly and by what means it was 
created.

Ffed Tedder* 23-year-old resident 


of Port Orange, 
is in the 'Volusia 


county jail, held by Sheriff Lee Mor- 
ris in connection with the shooting 
and killing of Courtland Smith last 
week, at Spruce Creek, eight miles 
west of Port Orange. No charge has 
been laid against Tedder 'The latter 
was the first to discover the body of

home last week.

It is expected that others of the 


own will be taken into custody by the 
sheriff, persons who are believed to

The story told by Tedder a* the 


nquest held at Port Oro.nge Saturday 
as to the effect that Smith had gone 
o the old home of his father, about 


quarter of a mile from his own 


tome to let the cattle out of the pas- 
ure. When he did not return, Ted- 
er is supposed to have gone in search

It was reported at the time that he

There is no question but that a 


white way along Canal street would 
ie

of the biggest advertising 


»lans 'that could be adopted 
Such 


ilan would provide plenty of light 
sn the mam street at all times and 
t would establish the town as a wide 
.wake, live little city among strangers 
.nd vistors who would get their first 
;Iimpse of the city at night. 


The city commission has been fre-

Up to this time Canal 
treet has been mostly a one-sided 
usiness street, but business houses 
re now being erected on the north 
ide of the street, and with the canal 
overed and a substantial sidewalk 
n the north side of the street still 
more business places will be Built on 
hat side of the street.

ate an apple. Once .early in th$ spring 
when the goals were in bloom a. half- 
back of the Lii province team mistook 
the apple tree for the cherry and shot 
the ball past his own go^l, .thereby 
losing the game for his team..
